Once a student gets any hunch or flash of illumination he 
must use it, ultimately. ' brary imareasien should be tried out, wheth- 
er good or evil, once the seeker has entered the path. Nothing can 
come through the veil the second time. It makes no difference what a 
student is or what he knows, it is what he does that counts. As he 
becomes advanced, he gains his occult knowledge from the work of the 
world. The thing that counts is not knowledge but usefulness. 


Those things which come and slip away so easily are initia- 
tion testimonies. Those things which the aspirant can grasp, use, 
translate and make understandable to other people are truly his suc- 
cessful initiation testimonies. His own development is between the 
aspirant and his higher self. No one else is concerned therewith. 


All higher knowledge comes in symbols. Pure unadulterated 
truth cannot be expressed. It can only be symbolized from some simple 
aspect of it. 


The first flash of any initiation testimony always gives a 
complete picture of what is to come. The only vision of anything that 
the aspirant will have that is clear, sharp and true is the first flash. 
This falsh comes only when he is in a mood of aspiration and perfect 
relaxation. 


The channel is not necessarily superior to the revelation 
that comes through the channel, and may be vastly unworthy. Only 
those things which are meant for the aspirant will he be able to grasp, 
and those reached through him will only be able to take that to which 
they are entitled. 


Our highest occult orders at present on the earth are broth- 
ers from the planet Venus.

The most valuable occult workers 
are recruited from the lowest sympathies. Those who have sympathy 
with things of the lowest are most helpful to the brothers.

For the first seven years 
the child is truly a shadow of its parents. The next seven years is

previous seven-year periods. The ensuing period is the time of first 
maturity when the self in its mental vehicle comes in: “Thou are the 
head of Gold!”

The consciousness itself 
does not go into the philosopher’s stone any more than the atoms which 
temporarily come into the body are the body. 


The process of dealing with consciousness that gives wisdom 
and understanding is what might be described as grinding diamond fac- 
ets. The making of the philosopher’s stone is the constant polishing 
of these. The person of great development has a golden aura. Down 
deep within the center is the beginning of the development of the spir-~ 
itual life which grows into this golden aura. To develop it is the 
opportunity of the self of every being.
